Important information for the proprietors 
of Registered Designs 

1. How long does protection last when a design Is 
registered? 

Registration of your Design takes effect on the Date of 
Registration. This is backdated to the date the application was 
made (or treated as made) and is not the date when the 
certificate of registration is issued. 

The protection lasts initially for five years from the Date of 
Registration, but by paying extension fees you can keep it in 
force for further five year periods to a maximum period of: 

a) Fifteen years if the application for registration was filed 
prior to 1 August 1989 unless (b) below applies; 

b) Ten years from 1 August 1989 if the application for 
registration was filed between 12 January 1988 and 

1 August 1989 and the design comes within the provisions 
of Section 266(1 )(a) of the Copyright, Designs and Patents 
Act 1988; or 

c) Twenty five years if the appliciation for registration was 
filed on or after 1 August 1989. 

2. Wliat Is the effect of registration under the 
"association" provisions of Section 4 of the 
Registered Designs Act? 

The period of protection available to a Registered Design 
associated under Section 4 with a previously Registered 
Design cannot continue beyond that of the earlier design. The 
period(s) of protection may be extended provided the original 
Registered Design remains in force. 

3. When should extension fees be paid? 

To keep the registration in force, you (or someone on your 
behalf) must pay the correct extension fee by the end of each 
five-year protection period. The Patent Office must receive 
your extension fee within the last three months of this period. 
Designs Form 9A must accompany the fee. 

4. Will a reminder be sent? 

For your own peace of mind and protection, you should set up 
and maintain effective arrangements for extending your 
registration. If your application for registration was filed on or 
after 1 August 1989 the Designs Registry at the Patent Office 
is required to send a reminder to your last registered address 
for correspondence in the six weeks after the relevant 
protection period has ended. This is meant to alert you to the 
possible failure of your extension arrangements - it is not a 
substitute for them. 

5. What if the Patent Office does not receive the 
extension fee and form by the end of the relevant 
protection period? 

If this happens you have a further six months in which you 
should:

a) All requests for chargeable sen/ices must be accorri 
by payment in full of the appropriate fee and the desirj 
service cannot be provided until payment is made. 

b) Fees may be paid by postal order, money order, bank 
draft or cheques. Cheques, money orders etc., made paj- 
to "The Patent Office" should be in sterling and drawn on 1 
UK clearing bank. 

c) Fees may also be paid by bank transfer direct to the 
Patent Office bank account.
